CITY LOSES A 
GOOD PASTOR 


Rev. J. W , Taylor Leaves the Chris­ 


tian Pulpit, 


It Will Not Be Built This 
Year 


Material is Too Expen- 
sive Now. 


Will Not Play Dog in 
Manger. 


It is now settled that the street rail­ 
road line of W. C. Hovey, which it is 
proposed to build from Doable L gap 
to the city limits on Colfax avenue, 
will out be built this year. 


Mr. Hovey had the arrangements all 
made for beginning the construction of 
the road in the early spring, but the 
jump in the price of iron and all other 
materials scared his company out of the 
project. O ther capitalists are now in­ 
v e s t'¿ tin g ¿he proposition and it is 
likely that work on the road will be 
started in uL ' fall. 


Mr. Hovey v/ili not stand In the way 
of a road to Doubln L gap if any company 
desires to build one this year. 
He has 
informed several members 
of 
the 
couacll that he cannot put his road in 
operation this season and that he will 
not use his franchise to kill any other 
plan that may be proposed for a road 
to the new park at the gap. 
He will 
arrange with any company which may 
desire to build for using the tracks 
over the streets which his franchise 
covers on a basis that will be satisfac­ 
tory to both parties. In case he should 
fall to build his road the agreement for 
use of the traek to the gap would be­ 
come null and void. 
In other words 
Mr. Hovey says: 


“ Thus far 1 have failed to build the 
{ 
»roposed road, and I shall not use the 
ranchlse granted me as a olub to keep 
any other company from ruoning to 
Double L gap.” 


The Hlgman realty company will 
proceed at once to develop the park 
property. 
For a week or two past 
there was a plan on fo >t of the city 
buying the park and 450- acres of land 
along the Paw Paw river for $100,000. 
The gap was to be converted into a 
city park and the Paw Paw was to be 
dredged and the land used for factory 
sites. 
The plan was meeting the ap­ 
proval of citizens until it was learned 
th at the city could not borrow that 
amount of money for park purposes.

On the top of this will be laid 
a binder an inch thick. 
The binder is 
made of crushed stone and asphalt 
mixed and is put down at a temperature 
of 1100 degrees. On the binder will be 
an inch and a half of asphalt wearing 
surface, making the paving and its 
foundation 8A inches thick.

“ It may be asked: Is it worth while 
to send missionaries to the Filipinos? 
Are they not largely, as we have been 
told, 
a 
Christian 
people, 
with 
churches, schools, ministers 
of 
re­ 
ligion and the like? Is it worth while 
to intrude upon them teachers and 
teachings 
which 
they 
have 
been 
taught to regard as of the devil (soma 
of the recent 
pronuneiamentos 
of 
the archbishop of Manila are in thin 
connection, nnd to American ears, lit­ 
erary curiosities) and so to begin the 
work of higher civilization by intlam- 
ing religious prejudices and by awak­ 
ening violent religious controversies? 


“1 confess it seems to me th at this 
will be a question for the Filipinos 
as American citizens, themselves, to 
answer. 
If they want such teachers, 
then certainly under our system of 
government they are entitled to hav« 
them and no wise American, under 
whatever pretext, will attem pt to in­ 
terfere with their doing h o . 
Already, 
as Chaplain Pierce has told church 
people in the ea«t, there is a rem ark­ 
able interest in the work 
of 
the 
church, not only among Filipinos, but 
among Chinese and others; and the 
church has qualifications for mission 
work in those islands 
which 
other 
Christian bodies have with rare mag­ 
nanimity recognised. 
But 
beyond 
what in already under way, a denom­ 
inational propaganda of various types 
would at present be only misleading 
and confusing. 


“The Filipino* m ust first 
under­ 
stand 
what 
Americanism 
means. 
They are at present so largely in the 
dark as to our institutions and thosa 
great ideas of political and religious 
freedom upon which they rest, that 
the perfectly well meant, but not al­ 
ways just or considerate, presentation 
of the truth by those whose attitude 
is one of strong antagonism to the 
teachings and institutions of Rome 
would only be inflammatory and unset­ 
tling, and might end in a situation 
in which the illusions Of the old faith 
had been destroyed without the sub­ 
stitution of anything better, if some­ 
thing of the larger and freer spirit 
of the Roman church as it exists in 
the United States, in the case of many 
members of the communion which 1 
am so fortunate as to count a» my 
friends, could find its way into these 
new possessions of ours, it might he 
better adapted to the situation exist 
ing there than something more radi 
cal and destructive, nnd, at any rate, 
it would prepare the way for th at 
temper of toleration and free inquiry 
in which the Americans are wont to 
find, in this connection, our largest 
hope. 
But meantime it ought to be 
distinctly understood that henceforth 
in the Philippines any man may wor­ 
ship Oort according to his own 
con­ 
science, and, if he is so minded, to 
invite others to unite in doing so with 
him.”

FACTORIES WANT SITES. 


In Bedard to Property Payinir Frontaire 
A«aessmontB. 


South Bend Tribune: The Barrett 
law, it is well understood, 
compels 
abutting property to be responsible for 
the cost of a street improvement, ex­ 
cept on street and alley crossings, 
which cometí out of the public funds. 
In thirt wuy a city can borrow money 
on the improvement takintí the prop­ 
erty for security, tho property owoerd 
having the privilege of paying their 
assessments in annual installments of 
ten years’ limit. 


The main objection to the Barrett 
law ÍB that the property owner is re­ 
quired to pay so large a share, nearly 
the whole, of the cost of the improve­ 
ment, while the public derives the 
greatest benefit from the utje of the 
same. 
In this particular the law is 
decidedly unjust. 
As the high court 
says there is nothing the mutter with 
the law, though, it will stand and the 
people must wait for anwther legisla­ 
ture to take up the ca¡^e in be half of the 
people and modify tho terms of the 
statute. 


Meantime the result will be probably 
the removal of the old decaying cedar 
blocks from some of South Bend’s lead­ 
ing streets and the carrying forward of 
many contracts already entered into 
for the paving of thoroughfares that 
have never before had any of this kind 
of Improvement.
